Mayor’s election

The 14 City Council candi- 
dates and one write-in chal- 
lenger apparently will 
continue battling for the seven 
open council seats right up un- 
til the moment the polls close 
next Tuesday night. 

In an effort to show the cam- 
paign is not over yet, one can- 
didate John Ryznar has 
released information he has 
obtained through the Freedom 
of Information Act that states a 
“certificate of occupancy was 
not issued for the home at 
36540 Romulus Ave.” 

The home happens to be 
that of candidate Deborah Ro- 
maic and her husband, The- 
odore. 

The letter from Building, 
Safety and Engineering Direc- 
tor David Paul stated however 
“the homeowner has applied 
for a city certification inspec- 
tion, which will result in issu- 
ance of a certificate of 
occupancy.” 

A check with Romak on 
TYiesday revealed she bought 
the 102-year-old home 10 years 
ago and apparently some pa- 
pers were not finalized. A re- 
cent check, she said revealed 
she needs to install a handrail 
outside her home and has 90 
days to complete that effort. 

Romak said “I’d like to 
thank Mr. Ryznar for bringing 
it to my attention.” 

The city’s letter sent to 
Ryznar from Paul was dated 
Oct. 25, 1995. 

The only reason, the certifi- 
cate of occupancy happens to 
be an issue in this campaign, is 
that two fellow Romulus Envi- 
ronmentalists Caring About 
People (RECAP) pressed a 
similar issue for months 
against incumbent Council- 
man Jimmie Raspberry. Ro- 
mak is the spokesperson for 
the RECAP group. 

In another unrelated mat- 
ter, write-in candidate Rob 
McLachlan filed a complaint

Veteran teacher’s sex charges 
readied for major trial soon

A veteran Romulus High 
School mathematics teacher 
was openly accused last 
Wednesday in the 34th District 
Court of videotaping a naked 
16- year-old male student sev- 
eral years ago in his home. 

As a result of the testimony 
of the now 19-year-old Ro- 
mulus High graduate, a youn- 
ger student and a caseworker,

Raeck Jr. were remanded to 
Recorders Court by 34th Dis- 
trict Court Judge Tina Brooks 
Green. 

Raeck was charged with 
three violations involving the 
graduate (who was about 16- 
years old when the alleged of- 
fenses occurred) and a single 
child abuse charge pressed by 
a 13-year-old boy student

The alleged victim claims 
that the video incidents began 
one day in 1993, when he was 
helping Raeck remodel his 
bathroom. 

After some heavy work, the 
graduate said, he and Raeck 
laid down on an air mattress in 
another room. “He asked me to 
rub his shoulders since they 
ached from the work we did,” 
the 19-year-old said. 

He said they both then took 
off their shirts. 

Later, we took off more 
clothes until I was naked and 
he only had his underpants on, 
the young man added. Sexual 
activity followed, according to 
the young man, and then 
Raeck took videos of him with- 
out any clothing on. 

He testified about an oral 


never actually saw the video in 
question, but stated he did see 
Raeck put a video cassette in 
the camera and saw the red 
light flash signifying the start 
of the filming process. 

The alleged victim also re- 
vealed that he had borrowed 
Raeck’s Corvette on prom 
night 1995. 

The second complainant, a 
13-year-old male student, said 
he use to visit Mr. Bill’s Pizza 
shop (operated by Raeck) often 
when he was younger to play 
video games. Later he actually 
made pizzas at the shop. 

The boy said at least one 
time Raeck took him into a 
back room, hugged him and 
urged him to say “I love you.” 

“He also gave me a French 
kiss,” the teen testified. 

Assistant Prosecutor Dan 
Petrella called clinical thera- 
pist and social worker Mary Jo 
White to testify that the youths 
had been significantly im- 
pacted by the experiences 
with Raeck. White also said 
that the boys could be at high 
risk for body self-mutilation. 

One defense attorney stated 
she felt state statutes were 
rather specific in who might 
fall under these laws and 
teachers were not listed. She 
also said since the alleged vid- 
eos were not produced it could 
not be proved were they had 
any artistic value or not

It will soon be all over but 
the shouting late on the night 
of Nov. 7, as Romulus voters 
will determine whether in- 
cumbent Mayor Beverly 
McAnally or her challenger 
William Oakley will lead the 
city for the next two years. 

Voters will be asked to visit 
their official election day pre- 
cinct to cast their vote for the 
city’s future and candidates 
and pundits will be anxious to 
see if the first contested 
mayor’s race in about a decade 
brings out previously dormant 
city voters. 

Most political watchers ex- 
pect between 3,000 to 3,500 vo- 
ters to cast their ballots next 
Tuesday and both McAnally 
and Oakley supporters state 
they feel their candidate will 
attract many of these coming 
back to the polls for the first 
time in years. 

McAnally remains out- 
wardly confident, but admitted 
to a Wayne County official she 
would accept all the luck that 
can be cast her way. 

Oakley, who recently fin- 
ished a door-to-door campaign, 
feels strongly it will be a close 
election, but also believes that 
he will upset the McAnally ma- 
chine. 

Both sides discussed some 
of the top issues last Monday 
morning in the office of the Ro- 
mulus Roman newspaper and 
agreed that Metro Airport 
growth was a prime concern. 

Oakley feels the line of com- 
munications between the city 
and the airport leaders needs 
to be strengthened and Ro- 
mulus has to be given a larger 
share of the benefits of that 
growth. 

McAnally feels that line of 
communications already is in 
place and the city is working to 
get more county property back 
on the city’s tax rolls. 

The mayor said her biggest 
goals for the next two years 
will be to increase the quality 
of life in Romulus and to get 
additional job opportunities 
for the city’s youth. 

On the issue of recreation, 
Oakley feels Romulus should 
have a community swimming 
pool, since it is one of the few 
municipalities without such a 
recreational structure in 
place. 

“But first we have to show 
the taxpayers we are using the 
facilities they have already 
paid for (school gyms, etc),”

Green then sent all four 
cases to the Recorders Court 
for hearing on Nov. 8. 

A separate investigation by 
the Romulus School District 
into the alleged incidents also 
is being conducted, Assistant 
Superintendent Joel Carr said. 
None of the alleged incidents 
have been linked to school fa- 
cilities.

Oakley said. 

Both McAnally and Oakley 
agreed better teamwork on ex- 
isting school gyms are needed, 
particularly since they are in 
the needed neighborhoods. 

Oakley said the battle over 
TIFA monies and the person- 
ality conflicts between 
McAnally and Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. William Bedell 
have curtailed such teamwork 
in the past and he said he 
didn’t know which was the big- 
gest problem. 

McAnally again claimed she 
saw no massive walls between 
her administration and the 
school district, citing that her 
Assistant Finance Director 
Debra Hoffman, currently 
serves as school board presi- 
dent. 

Neither candidate felt they 
would be the major healing 
agent for city residents, once

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Road upgrades ‘rainy day fund’ suggested for budget

After numerous hearings 
and hours of testimony, the 
Wayne County Commission 
voted recently to only make se- 
lect, minor changes in the bud- 
get originally proposed. 

The process only took a few 
hours, which left some com- 
missioners concerned that the 
decisions weren’t well thought 
out, said 11th District Commis- 
sioner Bruce Patterson. 

He said he could not tell 
whether the process was too 
quick because he is a first- 

Proposed 

An environmental bill 
merging the private sector and 
the government was intro- 
duced in the state senate, 
which would allow businesses 
to conduct their own clean- 
ups. 

Senate Bill 728 encourages 
Michigan industry and busi- 
nesses to conduct their own 
environmental audits and 
clean-ups on a more frequent 
basis, by providing them with 
privilege over the information 
they collect and also providing 
carefully structured immunity 
for those businesses who vol- 
untarily enact their own clean- 
up process in a timely manner. 

Loren Be- 
nnett, (R-Canton Township) 
said the state will still monitor 
environmental standards in

Michigan, as it always has. 

“It is painfully obvious that 
the state never had and never 
will have the ability to police 
these practices everywhere at 
once.

Patterson said, adding “...and 
therefore I had a lot of infor- 
mation with which to make 
recommendations for adjust- 
ment and decisions on the fi- 
nal product” 

Commissioner Bill O’Neil 
agreed, saying, “There is no 
more important work for com- 
missioners to engage in than 
the budget process. Instead, 
the commissioners who voted 
to adopt the budget seemed to 
just want to get it over with." 

A new addition to the pro- 
posed budget is Patterson’s 
“Rainy Day Fund,” which 


would save money generated 
from fast-growing commu- 
nities such as Canton Towns 
hip and Van Buren Township 
for a “rainy day.” 

The tax base in Patterson’s 
11th District (includes Canton 
Township, Van Buren Towns- 
hip, Sumpter Township, Huron 
Township and the cities of 
Wayne, Belleville and Ro- 
mulus) has increased dramati- 
cally. Wayne County’s total tax 
base increase for 1995-95 was 
$20 million, with a majority 
coming from the 11th District, 
Patterson said. The proposal 
passed unanimously. 

“Everyone thought it was a 


great idea,” he said. 

Now the county’s budget di- 
rector has to come up with a 
plan to put the proposal into 
place. 

Also on the agenda for the 
county is improvement for 
non paved roads. A majority of 
the non-paved roads in the 
county are in the 11th District, 
and some tentative plans to 
improve them are in the works. 

Using a “chip and tar” and 
“chip and seal” method, some 
dirt roads can get overhauled 
using non-concrete road build- 
ing materials. 

Some roads in the state 
have been upgraded using re- 


cycled tires, Patterson said. 
This method shows an im- 
provement over paved roads, 
but does not have the same life 
expectancy. 

Hannan Road in Romulus 
has been overhauled with this 
method. It is now deteriorating 
after its improvement six or 
seven years ago, but in the long 
run is a money-saving venture, 
he said. 

People who drive cars on 
dirt roads regularly spend ap- 
proximately $150 per year on 
car maintenance, Patterson 
said.

Council candidate John 
Ryzner fell victim to the first 
questions, when he was asked 
if he placed the flag “in the 
garbage at a first fund raiser?” 

Ryzner said “no” and then 
admitted he placed the flag be- 
tween two empty garbage 
trucks outside the hall. 

The American Legion coor- 
dinator said, “Oh OK, you ad- 
mit you desecrated the flag!” 

The question was brought 
up several times during the 
night’s questioning. 

Later a new sense of flag 
questions was raised, when co- 
ordinators asked “in one word 
tell me what is the term used 
for our country’s most sacred 
patriotic symbol.” 

Some irritated members of 
the audience mumbled, “I’ll 
give you a hint, it begins with 


an T and ends with a ‘g’!” 

The crowning blow came 
when the questioners asked, 
“Would you hang a U.N. flag on 
U.N. Day 1996?” 

Surprisingly, several of the 
council candidates had the 
courage to say “yes.” 

The other question that con- 
fused voters is the one that 
asked the candidates’ party 
preference. The issue was 
somewhat deflated when may- 
oral challenger William 
Oakley replied he was an “In- 
dependent” and incumbent 
Council candidate Jimmie 
Raspberry said he was an “in- 
dependent Democrat.” 

What caused the confusion 
is the fact that the Romulus 
election supposedly is a non- 
partisan contest. 

Most questioned said they 
were Democrats. But none spe- 
cified if they were from the 
Cl inton-faction or the 
Congressional-faction. 

The other major issue that 
seemed to separate the Candi- 
dates Night promoters and the 
audience was the issue of 
“black” and “white.” 


When the word “black” was 
raised, one of the American 
Legion sponsors said, “You 
can’t use the word black-you 
most use the term Afro- Ameri- 
can.” 

Later when Raspberry (a 
self-confessed colored-black- 
Afro-American-man of color) 
raised the word “black” while 
referring to the need of more 
policemen of color. He too was 
verbally condemned. 

At that time, this writer was 
poked in the back by a “white” 
citizen, who smirked and said, 
“I guess we only have one op- 
tion. It’s back to the ‘N’ word.” 

The two participants, who 
received the greatest praise, 
were not candidates, but two 
young panelists from the Ro- 
mulus High School govern- 
ment class, namely Scott Smith 
and Paula Rivera. 

For their appearances 
alone, area voters said they 
are more than proud to raise 
the flag, particularly if it is an 
American one, and some even 
said they wouldn’t frown even 
if it was the United Nations, 
Michigan or Romulus variety.

Incumbent City Clerk Linda 
, Choate, who was first elected 
to office in 1981, will be run- 
ning in an uncontested race 
for re-election next Tuesday. 

Choate, who has lived in Ro- 
| mulus for 33 years, graduated 
from Taylor Center High in 
1958. She initially served as 
deputy clerk from 1977 to 1981. 

As a keeper of city records, 
the clerk post usually is a non- 
controversial one and does not 
attract political opponents. 
Thus in recent years, as in this 
one, Choate has no opposition 
on next Tuesday. 

Choate explains “every- 
thing we do (in the clerk’s of- 
i fice) is pursuant to the city 
charter, state statutes or fed- 
eral law.” 

She said, “While I may have 
private opinions regarding 
certain issues, I do not have a 
vote on the council nor am I 
permitted to participate in 
council discussions.” 

Choate expresses pride in 
her office’s accomplishments 
including “ordinance codifica- 
tion, computerizaton of voting 
records, business licenses, city 
owned property and cemetery 
information.” 

She added, “Within the next 
two years, based on the avail- 
ability of funds, I .hope to have 
i a document imagery'. Where- 
in, documents can be stored on 
, a disc. It would permit us to

The rumor that an angel has 
been floating about the Fisher 
Theatre stage is absolutely 
true.

Carolyn Swift portrays the 
angel, and the very talented 
actress said that this role has 
been one of the most challeng- 
ing for her. 

“Put it this way, the angel in 
this production is not what you 
would expect,” said Swift.

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TC’s Music Emporium casually 
combines store and coffee house

It took imagination and dar- 
ing for TC’s Music Emporium 
(35630 Michigan Avenue, 
Wayne) to combine a music 
store and a coffee house - but 
owner Tim Cosher did it. 

And did it with such pizzazz 
that he ended up with a music 
store that provides a stage for 
shoppers to perform on while 
trying out the store’s Schmidt 
line of guitars and other inex- 
pensive quality instruments. 

“I put the stage in front of 
the windows, New York show 
bar style, because playing up 
on a bandstand is like being in 
another world,” said Cosher, a 
professional drummer who 
played in both Mel Tillis’ and 
Eddie Rabbit’s bands. “I know 
the thrill from performing. 
Most musicians would agree 
that one step up on a band- 
stand puts you someplace 
else.” 

Not only is there a stage to 
try out the music makers, but 
the instruments -- most of 
which casually hang from the 
ceiling - are about the lowest 


priced ones in town. 

‘‘None of our Schmidt gui- 
tars cost more than $300, yet 
they’re made by Washburn and 
come with a lifetime guaran- 
tee,” said Cosher. “They sound 
like the best.” 

String instruments are TC’s 
specialty. They sell new and 
electric, acoustic, and classic 
guitars. They sell electric 
basses, autoharps, and mando- 
lins. 

For pickers who like to play 
outdoors -- at picnics or at the 
beach - they sell narrow Mar- 
tin backpacker guitars and 
nine-volt battery powered por- 
table amplifiers. The ampli- 
fiers can also be plugged into 
auto cigarette lighters. 

“You can put them in a bag 
and easily carry them into the 
woods,” said Cosher. 

They sell used band instru- 
ments - clarinet, saxophones, 
trumpets, etc. - at prices that 
are often what it costs for a 
year’s rental from new instru- 
ment dealers. 

For the electric instru- 
ments, they sell vintage Wash- 
burn amplifiers. 

“We’re good for beginners 


because our prices are dirt 
cheap and lessons are geared 
toward beginners and kids,” 
Cosher said. 

Lessons are available for pi 
ano, organ, keyboard, and gui- 
tars. 

In addition to selling new 
and used instruments, TC’s re- 
pairs them and sells accesso- 
ries. Accessories include 
mouthpieces, saxophone 
straps, reed oil and swabs for 
horns and reeds. And tuners, 
slides, picks, and tuning keys 
for guitars. 

“We give away a lot of acces- 
sories with purchases,” said 
Cosher. 

Like the music store, the 
coffee house is informal and 
budget priced. Six different 
flavors of hot cappuccino -- in- 
cluding the divine vanilla ha- 
zelnut - cost only $1.50 per tall 
mug. 

A $2 donation is requested 
for the live Friday and Sunday 
night entertainment, currently 
featuring the Jive Blues Band. 

TC’s opens at 10 a.m., Mon- 
day - Saturday, and stays open 
late into the night. For more 
information, call 729-0230

ing. 

“This angel is broken 
hearted, bitter and displaced. 
Out of this comes a mission. 
She hears a voice that says the 
way to solve the problem is to 
stop moving forward, but back- 
ward.” 

Portraying the angel not 
only required quite a bit of 
study as to the meaning behind 
her character, but also physi- 


cal conditioning, according to 
Swift. 

“This role demands focus of 
the mind, spirit and body,” 
said Swift. “It takes as much 
strength as performing Shake- 
speare. It also takes intellec- 
tual muscle, emphasizing the 
muscle. 

“The flying itself is very rig- 
orous in this production. I’m 
literally suspended for 25 min- 
utes in the air.” 

It took a lot of preparation 
for Swift to learn how to fly 
and present her lines at the 
same time. 


“Physically, I did a lot of ex- 
ercising for this part,” Swift 
said. “It took about two months 
to coordinate both speaking 
and flying. You also have to 
consider the many layers of 
clothing I have to wear while 
flying. It’s extremely heavy. I 
also wear a corset.”

Proposed laws 
not tough 

To the editor: 

There’s a package of so- 
called Determinate Sentenc- 
ing bills (HB 5033, 5034 and 
5035) pending before the Legis- 
lature that were introduced to 
repeal consecutive sentencing 


for re-offending parolees, 
which should certainly not be 
adopted unless materially 
changed. 

If the label Determinate 
Sentencing is supposed to be 
“tough- sounding,” this pack- 
age is the opposite of what it 
purports to be. 

In no sense is this package 
“determinate.” 

First, “credits” of 84 days 
per year would continue to be 
subtracted from the so-called 
determinate sentence, just as 
it is now subtracted from the 
minimum sentence. The pack- 
age would be a major setback 
for truth-in-sentencing and 
would likely make the state in- 
eligible for “Truth-in- 
Sentencing” prison-building 
grants under the pending fed- 
eral “Violent Criminal Incar- 
ceration Act of 1995.” 

Second, there is nothing de- 
terminate about the sentences 
which would be imposed un- 
der it. Except for the few cases 
where mandatory sentencing 
applies (e.g., First Degree Mur- 
der, Large Quantity Illegal 
Drugs), in every case, the sen- 
tencing judge could impose 
whatever sentence he or she 
chose. 

Perhaps, the biggest objec- 
tion is that it would destroy the 
potential for substantial sav- 
ings to County taxpayers from 
use of the unserved maximum 
sentence (which Prosecutor 
O’Hair has estimated at $6-10 
million per year for Wayne), as 
well as parolee accountability: 
if there’s no “stick-in-the- 
closet,” released convicts are 
unsupervisable. 

We need truth-in-sentencing 
and parolee accountability, 
and this package constitutes a 
big step backwards.

Ozone 
season ends 

7b the editor: 

The Southeast Michigan 
ozone season is officially over. 
Residents of this region dis- 
played a real appetite for in- 
formation about air quality 
and a true desire to keep our 
air clean. On behalf of the en- 


tire Clean Air Coalition, thank 
you for helping fuel that appe- 
tite for information, and for 
helping citizens in Southeast 
Michigan understand their 
role in forming, and more im- 
portantly, in controlling 
ground-level ozone pollution. 

The 1995 Ozone Action! 
campaign was a success, but 
we still have some work to do 
as a region to keep our air 
clean. Southeast Michigan ex- 
perienced a record-breaking 
16 Ozone Action! days, exceed- 
ing the federal standard of 125 
part per billion (ppb) on only 
six days during the summer. 
Southeast Michigan is cur- 
rently considered an attain- 
ment area with a violation. 
That is why the Governor must 
choose a contingency measure 
- to ensure we stay in attain- 
ment. 

A Coalition poll suggest that 
78 percent of Southeast Michi- 
gan households were aware of 
the Ozone Action! program 
and 64 percent of households 
took action on designated 
Ozone Action! days, translat- 
ing to 1.1 million households in 
the region. These figures are 
up from the 1994 season when 
640,000 households reported 
taking voluntary actions on Ac- 
tion! days. 

In 1996, Southeast Michigan 
will face a continued air qual- 
ity challenge: Our ozone sea- 
son will begin with two 
stations with four exceedances 
already on record (New Ha- 
ven, Algonac), and two stations 
with three exceedances (Oak 
Park, Detroit-7 Mile). Four ex- 
ceedances at any one station 
constitutes a violation and may 
trigger additional pollution 
control measures. The remain- 
ing stations have two or less 
exeedances recorded. The 
Clean Air Coalition is already 
gearing up for this challenge 
by expanding its school curric- 
ulum program and its public 
education initiatives. 

Again, thank you for sup- 
porting the 1995 Ozone Action! 
program through your fine 
work. We are looking forward 
to your support when the 
ozone season begins again 
next spring.

Woman trains dogs for search, rescue 


That’s something you have 
shown in a very real and im- 
portant way.” 

Hebard and her dog partici- 
pated in the search for bodies 
following the Alfred P. Murrah 
Federal Building bombing in 
Oklahoma City. The dogs .were 
able to locate the bodies of at 
least 50 victims. 

The book, published by 
Bantam, is available at local 
bookstores for $21.95.

The book tells heroic tales of rescue workers, 
both human and animal, who have saved 
countless lives around the world and who have 
recovered numerous victims of disaster. 


The every day stories of 
search and rescue dogs and 
their handlers are the kind of 
tales made for television spe- 
cials, or, in this case, a book 
titled So That Others May Live. 

The book, written by Hank 
Whittemore and Caroline 
Hebard, tells heroic tales of 
rescue workers - both human 
and animal who have saved 
countless lives around the 
world and who have recovered 
numerous victims of disasters. 

A suburban homemaker, 
who is the daughter of a career 
diplomat, seems to be an un- 
likely person to be a search- 
and-rescue worker, but Car- 
oline Hebard exploded all of 
the stereotypes when she be- 
gan rescue operations that 
have brought her to disasters 
all over the world. 

She and her Schutzhund- 
trained German shepherds 
have gone on rescue opera- I 
tions following earthquakes in 
Japan, Armenian and Mexico 
and floods in Tennessee and 
New York. 

Hebard first owned an 
American-bred German shep- 
herd, which developed hip 
dysplasic, a condition which 
limited his training. When she 
decided to purchase a second 
German shepherd, she looked 
to Germany where there are 
much stricter rules governing 
dog breeding and, conse- 
quently, less chance of such 
bone disorders occurring. 

Hebard used German com- 
mands — “hier” for come, 
“platz” for down, “sitz” for sit 
and “fuss” for heel, and when 
the dog performed well, 
“feiner hund,” for good dog. 

Her dog, Zibo, had com 
pleted his Schutzhund I train- 
ing in Germany, and was ready 
to proceed with tracking. 

During the training, the dog 
is given a whiff of a specific 
human’s scent, and is required 
to follow it close to the ground 
without the handler’s guid- 
ance. 

Air-scent tracking is possi- 
ble because of the microscopic 
dead skin cell which humans 
shed at a rate of about 40,000 
each minute, each gives off a 
unique scent which enables 
the trained dogs - whose sense 
of smell is 100 times greater 
than that of human’s - to fol- 
low it. 

Zibo had his first oppor- 
tunity to track a person when a 
elderly man disappeared into 
a wooded area in Virginia. 

Hebard and her dog were 
joined by five other handlers 
and their dogs in the search, 
and Zibo found the man weak 
and insect-bitten but well. At 
this point, she was “hooked” 
on rescue work. 

She became a member of 
the Ramapo Unit of the search 
and rescue operation, which 
had as its motto, “Have dogs, 
will travel.” At the same time, 
she qualified as a registered 
emergency medical technician 
and an American Red Cross 
instructor in first aid and car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation. 

When her rescue work took 
her away from home and her 
family for increasing periods 
of time, she and her husband 
arranged for a woman to keep 
house in her absence. 

During her early days as a 
dog handler, Hebard encoun- 
tered some resistance from 
men who believed it was not a 
woman’s occupation. Later, 
when she attempted to join her 
local fire department as a 
medical technician, she ran 
into a proverbial brick wall. 

Eventually she earned a 
place on the department by 
using patience, persistence, 
consistency and fairness - the 
same qualities she used in her 
dog training - to win over her 
human adversaries. 

Disappointingly for Hebard. 
she also experienced petty 
jealousy and rivalry between 
different groups of rescuers on 
site, and also found that poli- 
tics played an unwanted role 
in where rescuers were dis- 
patched. 

Following her trip to Arm- 
enia in 1988. President Ronald 
Reagan said. “Thanks to peo- 
ple like you here today, the 
Armenians have not had to 
face this tragedy alone. You 
conveyed what was truly a uni- 
versal message, one for us all 
to remember at this time of

Romulus could not have 
found a better way - a big vic- 
tory - to end the 1995 high 
school football season.

“I am really looking forward 
to next year.” 

Romulus senior quarter- 
back Ryan Evans went to work 
early on the Garden City de- 
fense. A couple of quick over- 
the-center pass completions to 
Jamal Bailey and freshman 
tailback Fred Russell’s ability 
to elude GC defenders moved - 
no, splashed their way from 
their own 30-yard line after the 
opening kickoff to the GC 12 
where, on the 13th play of the 
series, Evans and Bailey 
teamed up for what would be 
Romulus’s first of five tou- 
chdowns. 

At both ends of the field, 
there were huge pools of water 
deposited by the recent rains. 

Up 6-0 early in the initial 
quarter, Romulus made it a 
12-0 game with its second score 
midway in the second quarter. 
Evans again engineered a mid- 
field drive that culminated 
with Russell’s 11-yard, off- 
tackle run into the end zone. 
Evans kept the drive alive 
thanks to a pair of third down 
pass completions that went to 
Roy Chambers, who accounted 
for catches of 14 and 17-yards 
in the serivi. 

Garden City countered with 
a 60-yard drive after the kick- 
off and scored its first and only 
TD of the first half. They also 
cashed in on a two-point con- 
version to close the gap at half- 
time 12-8. 

Garden City refused to quit 
even after Romulus came back 
with two TDs in the third quar- 
ter.

The Rockets were well on 
their way of maintaining their 
monopoly Friday night, but got 
sidetracked, 26-21, by a Wayne 
team that refused to lose to 
their neighborhood rivals. 

“Our record isn’t anything 
anyone would want to write 
home about,” said Wayne 
coach Chuck Howton. “But 
winning a game like this eases 
the pain. These kids played 
their hearts out to win this ohe. 
They just didn’t want to lose.” 

It was, indeed, a wild, wild 
game from start to finish.

“I love to bake,” Soop 
stated. “I’ve been making fruit- 
cakes for 45 years. I like cook- 
ing too, especially around the 
holidays.” 

Soop learned to make her 
pie crust by watching her 
mother. She made her first pie 
crust when she was 15. 

Soop will be 71 in a few 
weeks. 

“My mom was a big baker. 
Years ago we used lard for the 
crust. I started using Crisco be- 
cause there is too much fat in 
the lard,” Soop stated. “My 
first pie crust turned out really 
good, I was suprised.” 

She does most of her baking 
for special occasions and 


around the holidays, and 
claims to have real good luck 
with cakes and cookies. 

Soop is now passing her 
baking knowledge down to her 
niece, helping her whenever 
she needs it. “I’ve only got a 
son, but he can cook too,’’ Soop 
said. 

She describes her pie crust 
as being real flaky. “I don’t do 
anything special to it. I even 
give out the recipie, but they 
all say it doesn’t come out for 
them. I don’t know why.” 

Soop’s advice to pie makers 
everywhere, “Don’t handle the 
dough anymore than you abso- 
lutely have to. If you handle it 
too much, it will be tough, not 
flaky.” 

Round Steak and Gravy 

Take two or three pounds of 
round steak, cut into pieces. 

Roll the steak in flour, salt 
and pepper mixture, and 
brown in skillet. 

Place in small roasting pan. 

Make a thin gravy in skillet, 
and pour over steak. 

Place sliced onions on top 
and cover. 



Bake at 350 degrees for 
about two hours. 

Coconut Cream Pie 
1/2 cup sugar 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons corn starch 
2-1/2 cups milk 
3 eggs, separated 


1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 tablespoon butter 
1-1/2 cups flaked coconut 

Combine sugar, salt, and 
cornstarch. Stir in milk. 

Cook over medium-low heat 
until slightly thickened. Com- 
bine a little of the mixture to 
beaten egg yolks. Return to hot 


mixture.and cook until thick- 
ened, about two minutes. Stir 
in vanilla, butter and coconut 
Beat egg whites with a 1/4 
cup of sugar until stiffened for 
meringue, put in oven to 
brown. 

Pie Crust 
2 cups flour 


3/4 cups Crisco 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 tablespoons cold water 

Mix flour, crisco and salt un- 
til crumbly. Add water and 
mix. Roll out on floured board. 
Before adding filling, bake 
crust in 425 degree oven for 15 
minutes.

Saturday was a great day for 
Inkster, and no one who at 
tended the ribbon cutting of 
tlie 45,000-square-foot Inkster 
Town Center failed to be cau- 
ght up in the "renaissance” 
spirit. 

The ceremony was a gather- 
ing of a "mutual admiration so 
ciety," with elected officials, 
civic leaders, developers and 
citizens all thanking each 
other for a job well done -- and 
sincerely believing that this 
event marked the beginning of 
a new spirit in Inkster. 

“No longer will be have to 
go to Dearborn or Garden City 
to buy a tube of toothpaste,” 
commented Inkster Mayor Ed- 
ward Bivens Jr. “There is a re- 
naissance in Inkster, and this 
is the first major step.”

“This 
shows what we can do as a 
community.” 

Terrance Harder, chairman 
of the Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA), said that by 
working together the commu- 
nity' will continue to grow. 


“I’ve got seven more acres 
up the street ready to go (for 
development), Harder said. 

Robert Penn, president of 
Penn & Associates, called the 
opening of the new shopping 
center "just the beginning.” 

“We are a family. We are 
committed, and we are all in 
this together,” said Penn. “I 
have a 90-plus unit apartment 
building that will be ready 
next spring. This is just the be- 
ginning.” 

Thomas Kessel, vice presi- 
dent and director, Western 
Wayne Regional Banking for 
NBD Bank, noted that the 
dream of a shopping center be- 
gan some 30 years ago. 

“The realization of that 
dream is a product of partner- 
ship between businesses and 
individuals.” 

Greeting from Gov. John En- 
gler were brought to the event 
by Anne Mervenne, director of 
the Southwest Michigan office 
of the governor. 

“This is not just a celebra- 
tion of the opening of Inkster 
Town Center.

Frank Ross brought greet- 
ings and good wishes from 
Wayne County Executive Ed- 
ward McNamara. 

William A.Watch, president 
of First Commercial Realty 
and Development Company 
served as master of ceremo- 
nies for the ground breaking 
ceremony, and the Inkster 
High School Band, under the 
direction of Michael Brown, 
provided music for the cele- 
bration. 

“This is a great new begin- 
ning. I look for a lot more to 

come,” said Inkster council 
candidate Danny Williams. 

“This is a great day - one 
that we’ve been waiting for a 


long time,” said former mayor 
Joseph Davis. “I wisli some of 
those who have passed on 
could be here to see this 
dream realized.” 

Wayne County Commis- 
sioner Kay Beard called the 
shopping center “a dream 
come true.” 

“I moved here in 1953, and a 
year or two after that the 
stores on this corner were torn 
down.

Running for U.S. senator is 
getting to be a Romney thing. 

In 1970, Lenore Romney, 
wife of former Gov. George Ro- 
mney, ran as an unsuccessful 
Republican candidate against 
Sen. Philip Hart, and her son, 
Mitt Romney, lost in hs race 
against Sen. Edward Kennedy 
in Massachusetts. 

In 1994, talk show host 
Ronna Romney - Lenore's for- 
mer daughter-in- law - ran in 
the Republican senatorial pri 
naary against Spencer 
Abraham. She lost to the fu- 
ture senator by less than one 
percent. 

Now, with her eye on the 
1996 senate race, Ronna Ro- 
mney surrendered her WJR 
microphone and became the 
first hopeful to file as a Repub- 
lican candidate with the state’s 
election commission. 

“I can now collect money," 
she told a nonpartisan crowd 
of about 45 Belleville Ro- 
tarians at their Oct. 24 meet- 
ing. 

The 52-year-old aspirant 
came at the invitation of Don 
Juehartz, WJR’s “Garden Doc- 
tor,” who plans to give equal 


time to incumbent Sen. Carl 
Levin and other candidates in 
the future. 

Romney peppered her 
speech with stories about her 
family, including one about 
her son who she described as a 
“taker” before he changed his 
life as a Mormon missionary in 


the Philippines. 

“We’ve become a nation of 
takers,” she said, citing a list of 
group entitlements that many 
Americans embrace. “If we 
don’t change, the country' will 
implode.” 

And, as it turned out, that’s 
what her candidacy is about.

“The number one thing we 
must do is pay our bills,” she 
said. “Unless we put our finan- 
cial house in order, we won’t 
have any breathing space to 
tackle our problems.”

Economy, economy, econ- 
omy. If you say it a lot really 
loud, people will begin to be- 

• Ueve that it is a swear word. 

I Economy is not a bad thing in a 

• car, I want to get as far as I can 
on a tank of gas. Where econ- 
omy is pushed to its threshold 
is when it is used to describe 
the build quality of a car. 

Thus, I begin my review of 
the Nissan Sentra GLE. This 
car can be described as eco- 
. nomical on fhel. It has an EP«. 
' - fating of 28 mpg in the city and 

' 37 mpg on the highway. It is 
; also economical on ride feel 

• 1 and control. It is economical 
on sound deadening material 
ip the cabin area. It is econom- 
ical on ride feel and control. It 
is economical on the way it 
comers. And it is economical 
in the feeling of comfort given 
to the driver. 

Nissan will dispute all of my 
claims, but trust me on this 
one. granted the car only costs 
$15,639. This price gives you 
power windows and locks, 
cruise control, air condition- 
ing, dual air bags, sun roof, 
four door, automatic transmis- 
sion and an AM/FM stereo 
with cassette. I know, I know, 
that is a lot of options for the 
money, but Nissan’s competi- 
tors like the Geo Prizm, Chev- 
rolet Cavalier, Saturn SCI and 
the Dodge Neon all feel much 
more solid and perform like 
Formula 1 cars when com- 
pared to the Sentra. 

The Sentra was easily dis- 


rupted on the interstate by 
passing cars and trucks. I got 
used to a constant swaying mo- 
tion where I was constantly ad 
justing my position in my lane. 
What is ironic is that Nissan 
has seemed to score impres 
sive sales records with its all 
new Maxima and the Altima 
that has only been around for a 
few years. So, why no trickle- 
down innovations into the 
Sentra? 

Maybe I am being too hard 
on the little car. Maybe I just 
missed the entire concept. I 
began to second guess myself 
until a little girl on her tricycle 
took off from the stop sign fas- 
ter than I did. 

I did find two things that did 
impress me about this little 
econo-box: the air condition- 
ing was so good that probably 
could have frosted my face. 
The second thing was the im- 
pressive fuel economy even 
with the automatic transmis- 
sion. 

Nissan, I am sorry for slam- 
ming your car, but the competi- 
tion is too strong in the econo- 
box race. At one time I remem- 
ber one of the big automotive 
magazines noted the Nissan to 
its top 10 list. Simply amazing 
when you think about my re- 
view now. I am not questioning 
the reliability of the car, 
merely the amount of time and 
effort that went into designing 
what should have been an easy 
victory. 

Maybe I am all wrong, 
maybe the Sentra is exactly 
what it used to be a few years 

ago.
